1 1 . S The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Even though the Hillstrom reference is applied to a single light source, the motivation to evenly distribute light as is indicated 
by the Hlllstrom reference is applicable to Moon et al. Simply because Moon et al. discloses mutliple light sources, does not 
make the diffuser inapplicable. When using multiple light sources of Moon et al.. it is reasonable to believe that the light 
distrbution is not completely even since it would be brightest directly above the fluorsescent tulffis as oppoffid to between the 
tubes, therefore using a diffuser as the one disclosed by Hillstrom would be advantageous for ^vjenlv districting light.
